Jeffries, an American physician, born in Boston, 1744, graduated at Harvard in 1763, 

and took his medical degree at Edinburgh. In the Revolution he sided with 
the British, and became surgeon major to the royal army in America. In 1780 
he resumed his profession in London. While making some investigations in 
atmospheric temperature, in 1785, he crossed from England to France in a balloon. 
This was the first successful experiment in aeronautics on an extensive scale.

Edited 
by the poet Shirley. It is dedicated to Philip Earl of Pembroke, and the pub- 
lishers remind Lord Pembroke that the works ‘‘ of the then expired Sweet Swan 
of Avon Shakespeare ’’ were also dedicated to him. 

There are probably no two books so frequently quoted from, by the various Shakes- 
peare commentators, as the folio Beaumont and Fletcher and the folio Ben Jonson. 

Shakespeare is eulogized in the commendatory verses by Denham, Howell, Buck, 
Cartwright, and Birkenhead. 

‘“The dramas of Beaumont and Fletcher stand higher than those even of Ben 
Jonson, and, of all the dramatic writings of that day, come nearest to the magic 
circle which encloses Shakespeare. Their wonderful knowledge of stage effect 
doubtless helped their popularity. At the same time, they abound in striking 
beauties, both of thought and language, and the general tone of their works is of 
an elevating character.’’

This bipartite comedy is very entertaining, and contains much business, bustle, 
and intrigue, supported with an infinite deal of sprightliness. The basis may be 
found in Killigrew’s ‘‘ Don Thomaso; or, the Wanderer.’’ The scene of the first 
part is laid in Naples during the time of the Carnival, and that of the second 
at Madrid. It may be added that the incident of Blunt falling through a trap- 
door, when in bed at a courtezan’s lodgings, is taken from a similar adventure of 
Lazarillo at Imperia’s house in Middleton’s ‘‘ Blurt Master Constable,’’ 1602, 
which, again, is borrowed from Boccaccio, Day 2, Novel 6.

Mrs. Behn was blamed for her borrowing, and 
for the startling indelicacy of her dialogue, and she tartly responds in the 
extremely amusing preface prefixed. This leaf does not appear to have been 
added to all copies, and is very rare; neither the Huth or the Hoe copies con- 
taining it.

The tragical 
part of it, particularly the catastrophe of Bacon, is borrowed from the well- 
known story of Cassius, who, on the supposition of his friend Brutus being 
defeated, caused himself to be put to death by the hand of his freedman Dandorus. 
The scene is laid in Bacon’s camp in Virginia. The comic part is entirely 
original. The prologue is written by Dryden.

The Second Issue of the first ‘‘ Authorised ’’ Edition sometimes known as the 

‘* second folio edition,’’ or the ‘‘ Great She Bible,’’ having the ‘‘ She ’’ rendering 
in Ruth III, 15. 

The general title is dated 1613, though the New Testament title bears the date 
1611. The greater part of the book was printed in 1611, but the publication, for 
some reason or other, was delayed till 1613. 

In the present copy the last leaf is in facsimile and there are some marginal repairs. 

Francis Fry, the great authority on the English Bible, has appended the following 
note :— 

‘* This copy of the Bible is the Authorised Version, First Edition, 2nd Issue, 1611. 
It was published with the 1613 title & A4 is 1613 the follower of the Title which 
proves that they published the 1611 with the 1613 title & followers. This has 
6 leaves of the First Issue which are so often found in copies of the 2nd issue, 
viz.

When Elizabeth was Queen, he became her suitor and 
was supposed to have brought about the murder of his wife Amy in order to be free 
to marry the Queen. He entertained her with masques at Kenilworth in 1575, and 
in 1577 took part in Drake’s Expedition; lost the Queen's favour and married 
Countess of Essex. He died in 1588.

(with woodcuts of them), of furnaces and other apparatus, and the methods of 
getting the virtues out of plants, animals, and minerals, and their uses in effecting 
cures.

Early manuscripts of Mandeville’s ‘‘ Voyages and Travels ’’ are of extreme rarity. 
Of the three known English versions, two are represented by single manuscripts, 
both in the British Museum (Cotton and Egerton collections). This present 
manuscript belongs to an abridged version which was the basis of all the printed 
texts up to 1725 when the Cotton manuscript was edited. The Egerton version 
was not published till 1889, when it was edited for the Roxburghe Club by Sir 
George Warner. 

This famous book of travels was originally composed about 1350, and the author is 
possibly identical with Jean de Bourgogne, who died at Liége, November, 1372. 
It is one of the first attempts to bring secular subjects within the domain of 
English’ prose. ‘‘ The success of the ‘ Travels’ was remarkable. Avowedly 
written for the unlearned, and combining interest of matter with a quaint 
simplicity of style, the book hit the popular taste, and in a marvel-loving age its 
most extravagant features probably had the greater charm. No mediaeval work 
was more widely diffused in the vernacular, and in English especially it lost 
nothing, errors apart, by translation, the philological value of the several versions 
being also considerable.’’—D.N.B.

Like most of the books on anatomy of its period, it gives an account of pathological 
appearances and of comparative anatomy, as well as of the normal structure of the 
human body. Though perfectly sound in his views as regards the circulation of 
the blood, the physiological remarks of Highmore are sometimes rather quaint and 
mediaeval. Thus he believed in an ‘‘ alexipharmaca dispositio vitalium,’’ which 
enabled an Oxford student of his acquaintance to devour spiders with impunity.
